KC: Yes. We can’t walk around once we're strapped in 


for takeoff. Sometimes we’re stuck there for five hours. 


It's not that bad because we practice wearing them 
during training. But it’s a little odd the first time 
because, for most of us, it’s been at least 30 years since 
we wore diapers. 


NM: What’s your favorite planet? 
KC: Earth. My favorite part to see from space is 
northern Africa. The Sahara is unbelievable. 


NM: If you could put a bumper sticker on the space 
shuttle, what would it say? 
KC: “No Passing.” 





In June 1983, Dr. Ride joined the Challenger space 
shuttle crew and became the first American woman in 
space. She made a second flight on Challenger in 
October 1984. She has logged more than 340 hours in 
space and has a Ph.D. in physics. 


Nickelodeon Magazine: Does NASA prepare astronauts 


for meeting aliens? Is there a handbook? 
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Sally Ride: No, there’s no NASA training for 
dealing with aliens. 


NM: Do you believe there’s life out there? 
SR: There’s life out there, but I think it’s life outside 
our solar system—way outside. 


NM: What's your favorite thing about space travel? 
SR: Weightlessness. The views are also great. 


NM: What’s your best memory from space? 
SR: That view of Earth. 


NM: Can you listen to music on the shuttle? 
SR: Yes. Astronauts get to bring six cassettes or CDs 
and take their own tape or CD player. 


NM: Do you ever goof around up there? 

SR: We don’t play games, really. But we experiment 
with the weightlessness that comes from being in 
space. That’s more fun than you can imagine. 


NM: Does being an astronaut ever get boring? 
SR: There’s no time to be bored. We’re too busy. 


NM: Why does everything look so slow up there? 

SR: We move slowly on purpose. If you don’t, you'll 
spin and get mixed up. I moved too quickly on my first 
flight and crashed into some walls! 


NM: With all those people cooped up in the shuttle, does 
it ever start to smell? 

SR: The air filters are so effective that there’s no smell. 
But that might vary from flight to flight.

Captain James A. Lovell, Jr. 
was an astronaut from 1962 
to 19'73. He went into space 
four times, and is the first 
person to orbit the moon 
on two separate missions 
(on Apollo 8 and 13). On 
Apollo 13, Lovell was sup- 
posed to walk on the moon. 
But, on the way, there was 
an explosion on the spaceship, 
and the moon landing had 
to be canceled. (Nobody was hurt.)

James Lovell: The adventure. Going out and seeing 
new worlds.

And I 
have pieces of heat shield from all four of my rockets.

JL: Just some medallions and some photographs.

All this junk can be a problem for astronauts and satellites. When a paint chip the size of a grain of salt hit 
the space shuttle’s windshield in 1983, it left a quarter-inch nick in the glass. In fact, space shuttles have changed 


orbit on at least four occasions to avoid debris, because anything larger than a paint chip could cause serious damage. 





Why doesn’t anyone clean up? Unfortunately, the only way to get rid of the stuff is to let gravity pull it down—and 
that can take anywhere from a few weeks to hundreds of years, depending on how big and how far away an object is. 
(But don’t worry about anything landing on your head, because objects burn up as they re-enter Earth's atmosphere.)

NM: What does R.L. stand for? 
RLS: Robert Lawrence. 


NM: As a kid, did you want to be a writer? 

RLS: I wanted to be a cartoonist. I started doing a 
comie book, but I couldn’t draw. All the other kids 
could, and I kept trying to figure out what was differ- 
ent about my hand. So then I started writing, and I 
knew then that that’s what I wanted to do. 


NM: How old were you when you started writing? 
RLS: Nine. I found this old typewriter in the attic. I 
dragged it downstairs and started typing little joke 
magazines and stories. 


NM: Did you show your writing to other people? 
RLS: Yeah, I used to bring the magazines and the sto- 
ries to school and pass them around to other kids. The 
teacher was always confiscating them. I used to get in 
a lot of trouble. 
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NM: As a kid, what were you afraid of? 
RLS: A lot of things. But I loved being afraid. There were 
these great horror comics, Tales From the Crypt. They were 
incredibly gruesome. I used to read those all the time. 


NM: What else did you like to read as a kid? 

RLS: Joke books and baseball books. I also loved the Norse 
legends and Greek myths. I remember reading them in sixth 
grade. I loved Edgar Allan Poe stories, too. 


NM: Where did you grow up? 
RLS: Columbus, Ohio. Not a very scary place. 


NM: Did you have any pets? 
RLS: I had a very strange dog, named Dino. 
He was a miniature greyhound. He was so 
skinny, we used to hold him up to the 
light and look through his legs. = 





That gives ME 
goosebumps. 


NM: Did you like telling scary stories when you were a kid? 
RLS: Yes. My brother and I grew up in a tiny house. We 
shared a room. When I was twelve and he was nine, I started 
telling him scary stories at night. I would get to a really scary 
part and I would build it up and build it up, and then I would 
say, “Okay, good night, Bill. That’s it for tonight.” And he 
would say, “No! No! What happened?” And I would say, “I 
don’t know. Good night.” Every single time, he’d be furious and 
say, “Don’t stop! What happened?” I realize now that that’s 
exactly what I do in these books. Every chapter comes up to 
some kind of cliffhanger, and then the chapter ends. 


NM: Are you afraid of the dark? 

RLS: No. But when I was twelve, we had a garage behind the 
house. There was this space behind the garage, and when 

I rode my bike home at night, I always thought there would 
be someone waiting there. 


NM: How’s your penmanship? 
RLS: Terrible. 


NM: Did any of the things that happen in the Goosebumps 
books ever happen to you? 

RLS: No. But sometimes something in real life will make me 
think of a story. A couple of years ago, my son had this 
rubber Halloween mask. He pulled it down over his head, and 
couldn’t get it off. So I had this idea—what if a kid puts this 
horrible mask on and it just melts right into her face 

and starts changing her personality? That was 
the beginning of the Goosebumps story called 
The Haunted Mask.

NM: Tell us about one of your upcoming Goosebumps books. 
RLS: In The Horror at Camp Jellyjam—coming out 

in July—there’s a creature who can’t stand his own smell. 
The most disgusting thing about him is he sweats snails. 

It’s the 
smelliest book I’ve ever written.

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t\\ = Nickelodeon Magazine: When you 
were a kid, did you think you'd grow 
up to be an announcer? 


: Wendell Craig: | had no idea. | was always very 
active in school plays, chorus, and those kinds of things. But 
my career goal, up to the time | graduated from high school, 
was to become a metallurgical engineer [an engineer who 
works with metals]. Then | won a teenage DJ contest and 
got bitten by the radio bug. In college, | worked at the school 
radio station, and also at commercial radio stations. 


NM: Do people ever recognize you by your voice? 


WC: No. Occasionally, people do say they've heard my voice 
before. But they certainly can't figure out from where. That's 
one of the funny things about this business. | can be heard all 
over the world, but nobody knows who | am. 


NM: How many announcements do you tape at a time 
for Nickelodeon? 


WC: It varies. Sometimes it's just two short pieces, and other 
times we tape a whole bunch of announcements at once. 
We do what are called “menus,” 50 or 60 at a time. A menu 
is when | say, “Next on Nickelodeon, it's Doug! Followed by 
Looney Tunes!" Each one isn't long, but all together it's a lot 
of work. 


NM: What other voice-overs do you do? 


WC: Right now, | can be heard as the voice on the 
Mentadent toothpaste ads. And | was the voice of Maxwell 
House coffee for several years. Many years ago, | was the 
voice of Mercedes-Benz. I've also done work for Diet Coke, 
among other products. 


NM: What’s the weirdest thing that’s ever happened to 
you while you were working? 


WC: | once got hiccups that wouldn't go away during a radio 
show. After the first 15 minutes, there was nothing to do but 
joke about it. The program director suggested we make a 
contest of it. Whoever called in and cured my hiccups would 
win. We ran the contest for the rest of the day, because | still 
had the hiccups. We tried everything. The next day, | still had 
them. About halfway through that show, somebody called 
and said, “Eat a spoonful of sugar.” | did, and the hiccups 
went away. 





NM: Are there things you avoid eating or drinking to 
keep your voice in top condition? 


WC: Yes. If | have:to tape something in the afternoon, | don’t 
eat lunch. It slows me down. And | never have any kind of 
milk product during the day; they clog my throat up. 


NM: Do you do any exercises to improve your voice? 


WC: There's a way of relaxing your bottom jaw and the upper 
part of your throat and larynx. | read about it in a little 
newsletter that was sent to DJs. Just relax your lower jaw and 
(gently) shake your head for a few seconds. You know it's 
working when you can feel your jaw loose and shaking 
around. 


NM: Have you always been known as Windy? 


WC: When | was a kid, the only person who didn't call me 
that was my mother. | was Windy to everyone else right up 
until a couple of years ago, when my agent decided that it 
wasn't a distinguished enough name. So now new people 
know me as Wendell. It's a more mature name. 


NM: What advice would you give to someone who wants 
to go into the voice-over business? 


WC: Listen carefully to everybody you can. Listen to the 
radio, and watch TV and movies. Record yourself reading out 
loud. If you can't find a script of a commercial, tape some- 
thing off the TV and write down the words. Make a recording 
of the script. Then listen to it, and practice, practice, practice!
